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Relative  stability  continues  to  characterize  fluid  milk  markets.    A  few  scattered  cities 
showed  slightly  higher  Class  1  prices  to  be  -paid  producers  during  September,  but  because  of  price 
ceilings  on  retail  prices,  these  increases  are  not  being  passed  on  to  consumers.    The  only  excep- 
tion is  the  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  market,  where  an  advance  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  retail  prices 
early  in  September  brought  the  price  back  to  the  March  level  specified  as  the  ceiling  by  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration.    Under  normal  conditions,  both  prices  to  producers  and  to  con- 
sumers begin  to  show  a  definite  seasonal  up-trend  by  early  September.    This  year,  however,  the 
seasonal  factor  has  been  minimized  by  the  continued  heavy  production  of  milk  —  the  early  Septem- 
ber production  being  5  percent  larger  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  —  so  that  as  yet  very  few 
markets  have  felt  any  appreciable  effects  of  the  seasonal  lessening  of  supplies. 

The  September  Class  1  price  in  the  New  York  milk  marketing  area  has  been  established  at 
$3.30  per  cwt.  for  3.5  percent  milk,  an  increase  of  20  cents  per  cwt.  over  the  August  price.  The 
Hew  York  formula  for  determining  the  Class  1  price  is  ba.sed  upon  the  wholesale  price  for  butter  at 
New  York,  plus  the  value  of  skim  milk  used  for  drying.    Both  butter  prices  and  prices  for  skimmed 
milk  powder  were  higher  in  August  than  in  July.    The  Class  1  price  for  the  Boston  market  is  also 
influenced  by  variations  in  the  price  of  butter.    The  August  rise  in  butter  prices  was  sufficient 
to  increase  the  Eoston  Class  1  price  by  23  cents  per  cwt.  for  3.7  percent  milk.    The  only  other 
market  in  States  along  the  Atlantic  Coast  to  show  higher  prices  was  Winston-Salem,  N.C.  However, 
the  increase  there  —  amounting  to  only  10  cents  per  cwt.  —  was  relatively  insignificant. 

In  the  Middle  West,  the  Sioux  Falls,  S.  Dak.,  Class  1  price  was  raised  10  cents  per  cwt. 
on  August  16  and  the  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Class  1  price  20  cents  per  cwt.  on  August 
21.    On  September  1,,  the  Duluth,  Minn.,  market  went  up  25  cents  per  cwt.,  and  Lansing,  Mich., 
10  cents  per  cwt.    The  flat  price  at  Lexington,  Ky. ,  was  down  10  cents.    Most  of  the  foregoing 
increases  were  the  result  of  higher  butter  prices  during  August  and,  in  some  instances,  of  the 
increased  value  of  skim  milk  used  for  drying. 

On  the  West  Coast,  the  Seattle,  Wash.,  Class  1  price  was  raised  24|-  cents  per  cwt.,  and 
the  Santa  Barbara,  Calif. ,  price  IS  cents  per  cwt.    On  August  17,  the  Class  1  price  at  San  Fran- 
cisco was  increased  17^-  cents  per  cwt.,  and  again  on  September  1  by  the  same  amounte    The  second 
increase  was  accompanied  by  an  advance  in  retail  prices  from  14  to  15  cents  per  quart,  home 
delivered.    This  increase  brought  San  Francisco  retail  prices  back  to  the  March  ceiling. 

Additional  markets  operating  under  Federal  milk  marketing  orders  are  taking  steps  to  modif; 
their  formulas  for  determining  Class  1  prices  to  producers.    A  hearing  was  held  for  the  Greater 
Kansas  City  milk  marketing  area  on  August  21,  and  for  Toledo,  Ohio,,  on  September  3»    The  followin, 
alternative  methods  for  determining  prices  were  to  be  considered;  (l)  Based  on  prices  paid  for 
milk  by  evaporating  plants,  (2)  based  on  butter  and  cheese  prices,  and  (3)  based  on  butter  and 
skim  milk  powder  prices.    In  the  adoption  of  these  formulas,  the  one  which  would  bring  the  highest 
return  would  be  used.

In  a  recent  survey  of  changes  in  milk  deliveries  in  a  number  of  up-State  New  York  markets 
by  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the  New  York'  it ate  College  of  Agriculture,  it  was 
found  that  war-time  conditions  had  already  brought  about  a  i/jniber  of  rather  drastic  changes.  All 
dealers  included  in  the  survey  have  cut  out  all  special  deliveries  and  call-backs.    In  addition, 
most  of  them  have  gone  over  to  every-other-day  deliveries.    As  a  result,  the  mileage  saved  in 
regular  deliveries  has  been  cut  by  35  percent  and  total  mileage  by  43  percent.    The  changes  have 
also  resulted  in  a  9  percent  reduction  in  the  number  of  retail  route  men  required,  and  a  saving 
of  15  percent  in  the  time  spent  on  routes  by  the  remaining' men.    Most  of  the  reduction  in  route 
men  was  due  to  men  going  into  the  armed  forces  and  defense  ijobs  who  were  no-t  replaced.     In  none 
of  the  markets  surveyed  were  the  prices  charged  consumers  cmanged  because  of  the  conservation 
measures  adopted,  \

FLUID  MILK  PRICES   IN  CITY  MARKETS 

FOR  OCTOBER  1942

Prices  to  producers  of  milk  for  fluid  consumption  are  beginning  to  edge  upwards  under 
the  influence  of  seasonal  factors.    Most  of  the  increases  shown  in  this  month's  re- 
port vent  into  effect  in  early  October,  but  there  are  a  few  that  took  place  in  Sep- 
tember but  not  reported  in  time  for  inclusion  in  the  September  issue.     Included  in 
this  latter  group  are  Jacksonville  and  Tampa,  Florida,  up  11  cents  and  24  cents  per 
cwt.,  respectively,  on  September  1.    Also  higher  on  September  1  was  Buffalo,  New  York 
with  an  increase  of  20  cents  per  cwt.    A  late  September  increase  was  that  of  Seattle, 
Washington,  where  the  Class  1  price  was  up  17^  cents  per  cwt.  on  4  percent  milk,  and 
milk  for  fluid  cream  is  now  to  be  paid  for  as  Class  1  milk. 

Included  in  the  markets  t©  report  higher  Class  1  prices  in  October  was  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, which  recently  voted  in  favor  of  a  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Agreement  which  be- 
came effective  on  October  1.    The  increase  was  20  cents  per  cwt.  on  4  percent  milk. 
The  flat  price  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  was  also  raised  20  cents  per  cwt.  and  the 
Class  1  prices  in  the  following  markets  in  the  amounts  specified:    Duluth,  Minnesota, 
10  cents;  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  9  cents;  Lawrence  and  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  23  cents; 
Spokane,  Washington,  17^  cents;  Beloit,  Wisconsin,  15  cents;  and  Paducah,  Kentucky, 
12^-  cents.  * 

Both  prices  paid  to  producers  and  charged  to  consumers  buying  from  stores  in  the 
Portland,  Oregon,  Milk  Shed  were  increased  on  October  1  under  an  order  of  the 
Oregon  Milk  Control  Board.     The  Grade  B  milk  previously  sold  in  Portland  was  abol- 
ished, and  all  inspected  milk  will  now  be  sold  as  Grade  A.    The  October  Class  1 
price  for  all  inspected  milk  was  set  at  $3.48  cents  per  cwt.  for  4  percent  milk,  an 
increase  of  28  cents  for  4  percent  milk  per  cwt.  over  the  Grade  B  September  price. 
In  addition,  a  new  grade — Grade  C — was  established  to  cover  uninspected  milk,  and 
the.  October  Class  1  price  was  set  at$3.12  cents  per  cwt.    The  October  retail  price 
of  Grade  A  was  reported  at  14  cents  per  quart,  an  increase  of  1  cent  on  store  sales, 
and  Grade  C  at  13  cents.     In  Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  the  retail  price  was  increased 
1  cent  per  quart  on  October  4,    This  increase  was  made  with  the  approval  of  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration.    Although  about  the  usual'  number  of  markets  reported 
increased  Class  1  prices  for  October,  very  few  reported  higher  retail  prices. 

Retail  price  ceilings  for  milk  in  general  are  still  at  the  March  1942  levels,  but 
as  yet  no  ceilings  have  been  placed  on  producer  prices.    As  dealers  can  go  only  so 
far  in  increasing  prices  to  producers  under  the  present  retail  price  ceilings,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  just  announced  a  purcha.se  and  sales  program  for  the 
month  of  October  for  the  puroose  of  supporting  fluid  milk  prices  to  farmers  and 
maintaining  production  needed  to  supply  the  fluid  milk  requirements  of  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  Marketing  Area.     This  program  va.s  recommended  by  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  and  approved  by  the  President.     The  program  provides  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  to  buy  milk  from  dealers  in  that  area  at  the  prices  the  dealers 
are  required  to  pay  producers  under  the  Federal-State  Marketing  Order  and  then  re  sail 
the  milk  to  the  dealers  at  lower  prices.     This  will  enable  prices  to  producers  to  be 
raised  when  considered  necessary  without  disturbing  the  present  ceiling  on  the  retail 
prices  of  milk. 

Trade  comments  and  trade  reports  indicate  that  the  consumption  of  fluid  milk  and 
cream  is  at  a  much  higher  level  than  a  year  earlier.     Some  markets,  particularly  mar- 
kets where  the  consuming  population  has  been  increased  sharply  because  of  industrial 
activities  in  connection  with  the  war  program,  are  said  to  be  having  difficulty  in 
keeping  their  supplies  at  the  required  level.

Dealers'  "buying  prices  of  milk  used  for  fluid  consumption  in  American  cities  ad- 
vanced 4'  cents  per  100  pounds  from  October  to, November  and  are  lloft  Ihigher  than  in 
any  month  since  November  1923.     Increases  ranged  from  2  cents  per  hundredweight  in 
the  West  North  Central  and  Mountain  States  to  7  cents  in  the  Pacific  States.  For 
the  country  as  a  whole,  dealers'  "buying  prices  are  now  23  cents  per  cwt.  higher 
than  in  November  last  year. 

The  Federal . Government • s  purchase  and  sales  program  in  the  New  York  metropolitan 
marketing  area,  which  was  inaugurated  in  October,'  will  "be  Continued  for  November 
according  to  a  recent  'announcement  "by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  program  is  financed  "by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  administered  through 
the  Agricultural  '  Marketing ; Administration;     In  order  to  preserve  price  ceiling's  on 
fluid  milk  sales  to  retailers  and  consumers  and  to  support  prices  to'  farmers,  the' 
Government  will  offer  to  purchase  Class  1  fluid  milk  (3.5$  cutter fat) ■ from  handlers ■ 
at  $3.50  a  hundred  pounds',.'  and  .sell,  it  "back  fee,,  them  at  $3.10.  .  The  .purchase  price, 
which  is  the  minimum  Class  1  producer  price  established  "by  the  Federal-State  market- 
ing orders,  will  "be  20  cents  higher  than  in  October.     The  advance  in  the  November 
purchase  price  is -a  result  of  the  . fact  that  the  producer  price  is  based  upon  the 
value  of  butter ~and  skim  milk,  and'  the  October  average  price  of  "butter  increased 
appreciably.    A  similar  program  in  the  Duluth-Superior  milk  marketing  area  was 
announced  on  November  4  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Claude  R.  Wickard.  Purchases 
of  Class  I  fluid  milk  (4$  butterfat)  will  be  made  from  handlers  at  $3.21  per  100 
poinds,  the  current  farm  price,  and  sold  back  to  them  at  $2.68,  the  March  farm 
price.

Retail  prices  of  milk  for  delivery  to  homes  in  November  are  expected  to  average 
about  the  same  as  in  October.     The  "delivered-  to  homes"  price  is  reported  as  Up- 1/2 
cent  per  quart  in  South  Bend,  Ind.,'  2  cents -in  Grand  Rapids, 'Ml  ch. ,  1  cent  in 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  and  1  cent  in  Butte,  Mont.    Retail  prices  at  stores-will  aver- 
age only  a  fraction  of  a  cent  per  quart  higher  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan.    On  Novem- 
ber 4,  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  ordered  all  "out-of-store"  retail  milk 
dealers  in  New  York  City  who  were  selling  at  above  13  cents  a  quart  to  reduce  their 
prices. to  13  cents  at  once.     The  order  is  reported  to  affect  about  75  percent  of 
the  New  York  City  retailers.     "Home  deliveries"  continue  there  at  March  ceiling 
prices.    No  other  changes  in  retail  prices,  excepting  those  mentioned  above,  have 
been  reported  thus  far  in  November.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES   IN  CITY  MARKETS 

FOR  ESCELIBSH  1942 

Prices  paid  "by  dealers  to  producers  of  milk  for  fluid  consumption  continue  to  rise 
and  for  December  will  be  at  the  highest  level  reported  for  any  month  during  21  years 
of  record,  according  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  December  survey  of  the  prin- 
cipal fluid  milk  markets.    Retail  prices  of  milk  for  delivery  to  homes  appear  to  be 
relatively  stable  but  they  now    average  higher  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  two 
decades.     In  some  markets, where  conditions  warranted  an  increase  in  prices  for  home 
delivery  over  those  of  November,  which  equaled  the  ceiling  prices,  has  been  author- 
ized by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  December  are  25  cents  per  hundredweight  above  those  of 
December  last  year,  ranging  from  12  cents  higher  in  the  East  North  Central  group  of 
States  to  43  cents  higher  in  the  East  South  Central  group. 

On  December  1,  dealers  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  raised  their  buying  prices  on  a  part  of  the 
supply  to  $5.30  per  hundredweight.     This  increased  price  is  for  milk  testing  4.5  per- 
cent butterfat.    Other  markets  reporting  increases  in  prices  paid  to  producers  during 
December  are:    Manchester,  N.H. ,  up  46  cents  per  hundredweight  (3.5  percent  fat 
Dasis);  Worcester,  Mass.,  23  cents;  Beloit,  Wis.,  8  cents;  Milwaukee,  T'is.,  27  cents; 
Wausau,  Wis.,  7  cents;  Butte,  Mont.,  6  cents;  Knoxville,  Tenn. ,  5  cents  (flat  price 
basis,  regardless  of  use);  and  Tulsa,  Okla. ,  10  cents  (also  flat  price). 

A  few  markets,  however,  reported  lower  Class  1  prices  for  December  than  were  paid  in 
November,  Galveston,  Texas  showing  a  drop  of  90  cents    and  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  . 
3-1/2  cents  per  hundredweight  of  milk. 

Increases  which  became  effective  in  ITovember  but  were  not  reported  in.  time  for  inclu- 
sion in  the  November  issue  were;    Oklahoma  City,  Okla. ,  flat  price  up  41  cents  per 
hundredweight  on  November    1;   Tulsa,  Okla,.,  flat  price  up'  10  cents,  November  16; 
Knoxville,   Tenn.,  flat  price  up  10  cents  for  4  percent  milk  on  November  16;  Richmond, 
Va. ,  Class  1  price  up  25  cents    on  November  1.     In  order  to  stimulate  production  in 
the  Tampa,  Fla.     area,  where  a  decided  shortage  of  milk  for  fluid  consumption  is  re- 
ported, dealers  will  pay  farmers  a  bonus  of  47  cents  a  hundredweight  for  all  milk 
received  above  basic  milk. 

The  "delivered  to  homes"'  price  of  fluid  milk  is  reported  as  up  1  cent  per  quart  from 
the  November  price  in  Manchester,  N.H.     and  Grand  Forks,  N.  Dak.,  and  l/2  cent  per 
quart  in  Santa  Barbara  and  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  and  Milwaukee,  Wis.     These  in- 
creases were  not  sufficient,  however,  to  increase  more  than  fractionally  t&e  average 
retail  price  in  the  principal  markets. 

Under  War  production  Board  order  $M-259,  effective  November  25,  1942,  heavy  oream 
"ill  no  longer  be  available  to  consumers.     The  order  sets  a  maximum  fat  content  of 
19  percent  for  cream  sold  to  consumers  except  in  such  States  as -ha-"    a  minimum  of 
more  than  18  percent,  in  which  case  the  State  minimum  plus  1  percent  will  be  per- 
mitted. 

A  new  Federal  milk  marketing  order  for  the  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  area  became  effective 
November  23  after  a  vote  of  approval  resulting  from  a  referendum  among  dairy  farmers 
in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Kentucky  shipping. milk  to  Cincinnati.    A  previous  Cincinnati 
Federal  milk  order  was  suspended  on  March'  1,  1942.     The  now  order  maintained  farmer  ' 
prices  at  about  the  same  level  as  existed  on  the  effective  data  of  the  order.  Class' 
I  (fluid  milk)  is  priced  at  $3.55  per  cwt..  and  Class  2  milk  at  $2.55.  Milk  for  manu- 
factured uses,  based  on  nearby  condensery  or  butter  and  dry  skim  milk  prices, are 
axpected  to  bring  farmers-  slightly  higher  returns  this  month  than  last.
